Claim 1: 

— A treadmill, comprising: 

a frame; 

a treadbase coupled to the frame enabling a user to exercise thereon; 

a console movably linked to the frame, wherein the height of the console can 
automatically adjust relative to the treadbase based on an initial position of a user 
feature relative to the console after the user steps onto the treadbase; and 

an adjustment mechanism linking the console to the frame, wherein the 
adjustment mechanism changes the height of the console based on the initial position of 
the user feature. — 
Claim 11: 

— A treadmill, comprising: 

a frame having an upright member; 

a treadbase coupled to the frame enabling a user to exercise thereon; 
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a console movably linked to the upright member of the frame, wherein the height 
of the console is automatically adjusted relative to the treadbase based on a height of a 
particular user feature; and 

an adjustment mechanism linking the console to the frame, wherein the 
adjustment mechanism adjusts the height of the console based on the height of the 
particular user feature. — 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
discloses a treadmill having a console which automatically adjusts its height as a user 
steps onto the treadmill. Some embodiments sense the location or height of a user 
feature and adjust the console accordingly and others sense the height of a user and 
adjust the console accordingly. Allowance is deemed proper because of the 
automatically adjusting console. Nowhere in the prior art is found a treadmill which 
automatically adjusts its console and changes the height of its console based on the 
feature or trait of a user after they step onto the treadmill. Since the console is linked to 
the frame but independently movable from the frame, the console can move up and 
down along guides relative to the treadbase according to a users height or location of a 
feature on a user. This automatically adjustment of the console, independent of 
treadbase movement, based on the height or location of a user, is novel and directs 
Applicant's invention towards patentable subject matter.
